Too Much Government 
TPHE 90th scs.cion of Congress, now under 
way, will b e fared with still more de­ 
mands for increased spending even though 
the last Congress passed scores of new laws 
that add up to high b udgets and b igger 
government. 
Rep. George H. Mahon (D Tex.) chair­ 
man, Appropriations Committee of the House 
of Representative.s, stated. “ We arc .suffering 
from some legislati'.’e indigestion; from too 
much government, Irrm too much .spending, 
and from too much inflation. 
“ W’e hiv e made « -mall do wn pay ments 
this y ear o n so me o f the newly autho riz­ 
ed pro g rams. The co sts o f many o f 
them will increase y ear by y ear,’* Rep- 
Maho n ex plained. 
One of them is the Demonstration Cities 
program in which the Federal government 
assumes a major part in reb uilding b lighted 
areas of cities. The original program cover­ 
ed only ab out 50 to 60 cities, or ab out one to 
each state. 
However, it is expected that city nftcr 
city will try to get on the b andwagon and 
demand Federal iund.s. For example Mayor 
Lindsay of New York estimates that $50 
b illion will b e needed in 10 years for New 
York City alone. 
In order for this aed other Federal pro­ 
grams to keep within reasonab le b ounds, the 
pub lic must demand rigid control of spend­ 
ing. It is up to grassroots America to urge 
the memb ers of Cougress to practice fiscal 
restraint and to cut Federal spending- This 
is one positive way to « quelch the fires of in­ 
flation—and to make sure that each spending 
dollar goes further. 


Narrowing the Gap 
'pH E 
technological 
gap — the 
widening 
spread b etween American and European 
science and industry — apparently has the 
Russians concerneJ, too. 
The 
s p r e a d 
has 
worried 
Western 
Europeans for several years, as they have 
seen the United Slates b ound ahead in such 
fields as computer technology, drug develop­ 
ment and agricultural productivity. French 
President Charles de Gaulle has b een fore­ 
most among those calling for greater effort 
and cooperation to prevent further American 
encroachment on European companies and 
markets. 
Sounding surprisingly 
like 
De Gaulle, 
Soviet Premier Aleksei Kosygin sounded the 
same note during his visit to London. 
The techno lo g ical g ap. he said, wo uld 
no t ex ist if Euro pe and the So v iet Unio n 
wo rked to g ether. He spo ke o f “ sharing 
o ur labo r in industiy and science so that 
o ur industry and eco no my will dev elo p at 
a fast rate.’* 
This view—of a Europe of co-operating 
nations extending from the .Atlantic to the 
Urals — should find receptive ears among 
many Western Europeans, Cold war suspi­ 
cions have eased on the continent—far more 
so than in the Uniled States — and a new 
spirit of rapprochement has appeared. 
But it will take more than spirit for 
Euro peans to narrow the technological gap 
with this country. Science and industry have 
bo unded ahead in the United Slates largely 
because of the b illions of dollars in pub lic 
aad private funds spent annually on research 
and development. Europeans have b een re­ 
luctant to invest thi.s kind of money in the 
hope of technological 
p a m. Until they do. 
they will continue to b e easy competitive 
prey for American industry. 


Castro’s Red Swaddling Clothes 
r i D E L Castro has now turned 
cradlc- 
snatcher. He has launched a rural de­ 
velopment plan with a “ pilot project“ which 
will 
include 
taking 
children 
from 
their 
mothers at the age of ore month. 
They will b e cared for in special institu­ 
tio ns until the end o f .secondary schooling, 
will spend only week-ends with their parents. 
The idea is to free wo men fro m child- 
tending cho res so Hicy can wo rk in ag ri­ 
culture o r Ind'istrv. .And, no t just inci­ 
dentally , it will make the b ov« and girls 
a captiv e audience fo r po litical indo c­ 
trinatio n. 
How far the experiment will get is hard 
to say. Judging b y Soviet experience, not 
very far. Russia’s communal plan couldn't 
b uck the natural ties, affections and in­ 
centives of the humans involved, and had to 
be ab andoned. Red China's program is con­ 
tinuing. b ut it is hard to sec how it will meet 
with any more succcs' than did Russia’s. 
Castro’s imitatim should fare no b etter.

weeks ago, 41 per cent of the 
Frenchmen who had made up 
their minds said they intended 
to vote for the candidates of the 
“ Fifth Repub lic,” as President 
Charles de Gaulle’s supporters 
lab el themselves. In successive 
weeks, this figure dropped to 40, 
and then to 39 per cent. 
There has b een a correspond­ 
ing rise in the fortunes of the 
Democratic Center led b y Jean 
Lecanuet: Starting with a b ase 
of 15 percent in the first sound­ 
ing, the centrists claimed 18 
per cent of the decided elector­ 
ate in the last. 
* » * 
In the b ackground, adding to 
the troub le of the Gaullists, is a 
recently 
concluded 
electoral 
alliance of the Communist and 
non-Communist left. 
The importance of 
the Le­ 
canuet slate is that the centrists 
are after the same b locs of vot­ 
ers as the Gaullists—the mid­ 
dle class, Roman Catholics and 
peasants. 
Other 
trends 
in 
pub lished 
polls show the Communists to 
b e holding their strength at 22 
percent and the Left Federa­ 
tion of Francois Mitterand to 
have dropped from 22 to 18 per 
cent. The remaining three per 
cent b ack splinter groups. 
The election will b e run in two 
stages. In any of the 487 election 
districts — 470 in metropolitan 
France — where no candidate 
turns up a clear majority March 
5, there w ill b e a leader-takc-all 
runoff March 12.

The great mass of people in feudal times 
were serfs, the slaves of the lord of the 
manor who owned them and the homes in 
which they lived. When a serf distingu­ 
ished himself in war or in some service 
to his lord he was declared a free man; a 
Frel. .As a free man he could own his own 
home and a couple of acres of land. He 
had social status as the owner of a house 
that exceeded that of his fellows. He was 
known as a hits (house) b unda (owner); 
a husb and. As such he b ecame a parti­ 
cularly popular person In the m atri­ 
monial market place. Eventually, ab out 
the 1.3th century, the name came to b e 
applied to any man who wa.s married.

★ THE FREYS who 
moved to England 
changed the spelling to Fry. While the Freys 
were largely Lutheran, in England some of 
those who attained distinction were Quakers. 
Elizab eth Fry, the pioneer pri.son reformer, 
was a Quaker. The Rev Dr. Franklin Clark 
Fry, head of the Unitf d Lutheran Church, 
and a leader in tiic World Council and 
National Council of Churches, at one time 
was pastor of a church in Lehigh County, 
He' is a man with the most remarkab le 
memory that I have ever met. In national 
conferences when he presides he invariab ly 
calls any memb er of the conference b y their 
name. In present-day England, the Frys have 
their names .smeared all over the b illb oards 
and advertising media luickstering chocolate.

Too Much Government 
T^H E 90th session of Congress, now under 
way, will be fared with still more de­ 
mands for increased spending even though 
the last Congress passed1 scores of new laws 
„ that add up to high budgets and bigger 
government. 
Rep. George H. Mahon (D Tex.) chair­ 
man, Appropriations Committee of the House 
of Representatives, stated. “ We are suffering 
from some legislative indigestion; from too 
much government, tm n too much spending, 
and from too much Inflation. 
“We have made «■mall down payments 
this year on some r.f the newly authoriz­ 
ed programs. The reata, of many of 
them will increase year by year,” Rep- 
Mahon explained. 
One of them is the Demonstration Cities 
program in which the Federal governm ent 
assumes a major part in rebuilding blighted 
areas of cities. The original program cover­ 
ed only about 50 to 6u cities, or about one to 
each state. 
However, it is expected that city after 
city will try to get on the bandwagon and 
demand Federal funds. For example M ayor 
Lindsay of New York estim ates that $50 
billion will be needed in 10 years for New 
York City alone. 
In order for this and other Federal pro­ 
gram s to keep within reasonable bounds, the 
public m ust demand rigid control of spend­ 
ing. It is up to grassroots America to urge 
the m em bers of Coagreaa to practice fiscal 
restraint and to cut Federal spending This 
is one positive way to squelch the fires of in­ 
flation—and to make sure that each spending 
dollar goes further. 


Narrowing the Gap 
'T ’HE 
technological 
gap — the 
widening 
1 spread between Am erican and European 
science and industry — apparently has the 
Russians concerned, too. 
The 
s p r e a d 
has 
worried 
W estern 
Europeans for several years, as they have 
seen the United States bound ahead in such 
fields as computer technology, drug develop­ 
m ent and agricultural productivity. French 
President Charles de Gaulle has been fore­ 
most among those calling for greater effort 
and cooperation to prevent further American 
encroachm ent on European companies and 
markets. 
Sounding 
surprisingly 
like 
De Gaulle, 
Soviet Premier Aleksei Kosygin sounded the 
same note during his visit to London. 
The technological gap. he said, would 
not exist if Europe and the Soviet Union 
worked together. He spoke of “sharing 
our labor In indusfty and science so that 
our industry and economy will develop at 
a fast rate.” 
ITiis view—of a Europe of co-operating 
nations extending from the Atlantic to the 
U rals — should find receptive ears among 
m any W estern Europeans. Cold w ar suspi­ 
cions have eased on the continent—far m ore 
so than in. the United States — and a new 
spirit of rapprochem ent has appeared. 
But it will take more than spirit for 
Europeans to narrow the technological gap 
with this country. Science and industry have 
bounded ahead in the United States largely 
because of the billions of dollars in public 
and private funds spent annually on research 
and development. Europeans have been re­ 
luctant to invest this kind of money in the 
hope of technological gain. Until they do, 
they will continue to be easy competitive 
prey for Am erican tniuatry. 


Castro’s Red Swaddling Clothes 
TCIDEL Castro has now turned 
cradle* 
anatcher. He Las launched a rural de­ 
velopment plan with a “ pilot project” which 
will 
include 
taking 
children 
from 
their 
m others at the age of one month. 
'They will 'be cared for in special institu­ 
tions until the end of secondary schooling, 
will spend only week-ends with their parents. 
The idea is to free women from child- 
tending chores so they can work in agri­ 
culture or industry. And, not just inci­ 
dentally. it will make the baya and girls 
a captive audience for political indoc­ 
trination. 
How far the experim ent will get is hard 
to say. Judging by Soviet experience, not 
very far. Russia’s communal plan couldn't 
buck the natural tics, affections and in­ 
centives of the humans involved, and h3d to 
be abandoned. Red China’s program is con­ 
tinuing. but it la hard to see how it w ill m eet 
with any more «necea* than did Russia’s. 
Castro’s imitation should fare no better.

Back from our hike, as we later 
had lunch, Jam ie said, “ G randpa, 1 guess 
I need help with my soup.” He could move 
only his right finger and thum b and lift 
his arm at the shoulder, so he would soon 


tire. As I fed him the rest of his soup, he 
added, “ Isn’t this soup that m am m a made,, 
delicious?” Jam ie just naturally paid com­ 
plim ents, though we adults seldom do and 
I even had to teach my college students 
this desirable habit. 
At dinner at my mother’s that week, 
Jamie 
commented, 
"Great 
grandma, 
that is a very pretty dress you are 
w earing.” And during the dinner discus­ 
sion, he said of his 5 year old sister 
who was with him at the table: “You 
know, I just couldn't get along without 
Deb by.” The skin on the back of his 
hands and feet had eroded, leaving raw 
surfaces that kept enlarging. I tried a 
new liver extract that for the first time 
seemed to prove helpful. As Jam ie saw 
the healing area, he shouted, “ M amma, 
look! I'm getting well!” 
Then he raised his arm s against his 
chest and lifted his eyes upward, mean­ 
while exclaiming, “ Thank you. God,” as if 
he were conversing with the Almighty. And 
so he must have been! For Jam ie slipped 
away from Mrs. Crane and me just before 
dawn a few days later, and joined the angels. 
He was such a spunky, alert little fellow that 
we grieved to see him go. But among the 
angels he can now romp and play like 
other youngsters, so it was better thus. Be­ 
sides, he had developed the positive notion 
that on his 4th birthday, he was going to be 
entirely well. He was—but in Heaven!

In successive 
weeks, this figure dropped to 40, 
and *hen to 39 per cent. 
There has been a correspond­ 
ing rise In the fortunes of the 
Dem ocratic Center led by Jean 
Lecanuet: Starting with a base 
of 15 percent in the first sound­ 
ing, the centrists claimed 18 
per cent of the decided elector­ 
ate in the last.

In the background, adding to 
the trouble of the Gaullists, is a 
recently

electoral 
alliance of the Com.mun.ist and. 
non-Communist left. 
The im portance of 
the Le­ 
canuet slate is that the centrists 
are after the sam e blocs of vot­ 
ers as the Gaullists—the mid­ 
dle class, Roman Catholics and 
peasants.

polls show the Communists to 
be holding their strength at 22 
percent and the Left Federa­ 
tion of Francois M itteraod to 
have dropped from 22 to 18 per 
cent. The rem aining three per 
cent back splinter groups.

In any of the 487 election 
districts — 470 in metropolitan 
F rance — w here no candidate 
turns up a d e a r m ajority March.

He was 
known as a hits (bouse) bund a (owner); 
a husband. As such he became a parti­ 
cularly popular person in Ihe m atri­ 
monial m arket place. Eventually, about 
the 13th century, the nam e came to be 
applied to any man who was m arried.

Fry, head of the United Lutheran Church, 
and a leader in the World Council and 
National Council of Churches, at one tim e 
was pastor of a church in Lehigh County.

steam and electric generating stations. 
This is only part of a continuing program that began years ago, when Phila­ 
delphia Electric started its long-range plan to help solve this nationwide problem. 


What is P.E. doing today ? 


• We have made an initial purchase of 3,000,000 barrels of fuel oil with less 
than 1 per cent sulphur content. This adds $1,500,000 to our fuel bill—but 
it cuts in half the amount of sulphur in the oil. And sulphur is known to be 
a factor in air pollution. 


• We have recently doubled the capacity of our Conowingo, Md., hydro­ 
electric plant which produces electricity from the flow of the Susquehanna 
River. No air pollutants are involved in the operation of this station. 


• We have accelerated the construction of our 800,000-kilowatt Muddy Run 
pumped storage plant, near Conowingo. One half the capacity of this hydro­ 
electric plant will be operating before June 1. And the balance by the end 
of this year. 


• Our Peach Bottom atomic power station began generating electricity on 
January 27. This new way to create electric energy is the "cleanest” method 
science has devised. 


• The Keystone mine-mouth generating station in western Pennsylvania is 
scheduled to transmit electricity into the Philadelphia area this summer. 
And it won’t release a speck of air contaminants into Delaware Valley. 


• We’re installing internal combustion generating equipment which will bum 
high-grade oil containing scarcely a trace of sulphur.

Burlington, New Jersey, the others at Peach Bottom, Pennsylvania. Each 
will have a capacity of approximately one million kilowatts. Two are scheduled 
to be in service in 1971. None of these plants will contribute to air pollution. 
They get their power from the atom. 


• Engineering is already in progress for a second mine-mouth plant in 
western Pennsylvania, where the Conemaugh generating station is scheduled 
to start operating in 1971. 


• Additional internal combustion turbines will be installed in 1969 and 1970. 
These will bum fuel oil that is almost sulphur free. 


• 59 older and less efficient coal and oil fired boilers in the Delaware Valley 
will be retired between 1969 and 1971. These will no longer be needed because 
of our new, modem generating facilities. This will further reduce air pollution 
w the area.
